His congratulations are merited by two recent happen- 
ings: promotion to Colonel - a giant step in the 
military - and appointment as Commanding Officer of 
Lyster Army Hospital, Fort Rucker, Alabama; no mean 
step, either. Both of these were, I'm sure, food for 
his soul and a healthy boost to his ego.

Of course, he is not; Ms, Barbara Mueller (SCCS 231) 
holds that position. My sincere apologies to you 
both for any embarrassment or problems it may have 
caused.

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especially souvenir card collectors. Not only were 
there three new souvenir cards issued but there were 
quite a few card dealers there. "Forerunner" 
material was in abundance for those who looked hard 
enough. It was a very well organized show and the 
SCCS benefitted directly with a free society table 
and meeting site; we signed up 15 new members at the 
show. The SCCS Board of Directors met for the first 
time with six of the eight members in attendance (Ed 
Beers - Vice President, Ken Barr - Publicity Chair- 
man, Robin Ellis - Editor, Jay Jackson - Treasurer, 
Chuck Teeman - Member At Large and Curt Radford - 
President), with the board meeting for 14 hours prior 
to the general SCCS meeting. Our first action was 
ratification of the 18-page SCCS By-Laws. Copies of 
the By-Laws are available to interested members for 
$3 which includes the cost of mailing and photo- 
copying. These can be obtained from me at my new 
address above. An analysis of the SCCS finances (see 
Treasurer's report elsewhere in this issue) resulted 
in dues increases for 1985. 1 January 1985 reqular 
membership dues will go from $10 to $15 and dealer 
membership dues will go from $15 to $20. Requilar 
Life memberships will go from $100 to $200 and, a new 
category, Life Dealer memberships will be $250. The 
discrepancy between regular and dealer memberships is 
mot discriminatory. Dealer members are given free 
one-third page ads in every issue of the SCJ whereas 
regular members get 45 word ads in each issue. Those 
dealer members who do not wish to advertise may join 
as regular members. Also, it was decided to send 
dues announcements in the form of return envelopes to 
all members on January first of each year. Announce- 
ments in the SCJ had not proved to be sufficient. 


Also at the Board meeting, it was decided that the 
current Board members would stay on through 1985. At 
the end of 1985 elections will be held as specified 
in the By-Laws. The resignation of one Board member 
was accepted; Robin Ellis will be resigning as Editor 
of the SCJ following publication of the Winter 1984 
issue of the Journal. Two SCCS members have stepped 
forward and volunteered for the position. Their 
curriculum vitaes are to be presented in the SCJ with 
the SCCS membership to vote for the new editor as 
required by our By-Laws. I had proposed some 
additional improvements in the typesetting and 
printing of the SCJ. However, after reviewing our 
finances, we felt it best to contirwe printing the 
journal in its present format. We will continue to 
use "The Printers" in Rochester as our printer. When 
the new Editor takes over, we will find a new 
typesetter in the locale of the Editor. After the 
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new membership dues structure takes effect, we will 
again consider further improvements in the SCJ. 


Following the Board meeting, over 30 SCCS members 
attended the regular SCCS meeting. Also present at 
the meeting were Roland Williams, Assistant Chief, 
Office of Engraving, Bureau of Engraving & Printing, 
and Ken McCauley, a BEP Public Affairs Officer, at 
the request of Robert Lewer, the Director. They 
were present to receive members comments on the 
current BEP souvenir card program. 


The meeting began with the reports of the SCCS Board 
members. Chuck Teeman and Bud Scrantom were 
appointed as auditors for the Society as specified by 
the By-Laws. The SCCS still needs a Librarian- 
Historian to keep SCCS records as well as research 
material on souvenir cards. Those interested in this 
appointment should contact me at the address above. 
Also, we would like to adopt a special SCCS seal to 
use on society stationary and documents as well as in 
the Journal. This seal should include the society 
initials as well as a central vignette that 
represents the souvenir card hobby. Members 
interested in submitting designs for the society seal 
should send them to me. The Board of Directors will 
pick the winning design at our next Board meeting in 
about 9 months. The winner of the design competition 
will win a 1962 BEP Centennial souvenir card 
featuring vignettes of the BEP buildings in 
multicolor (retail value approximately $100). 


Our plans for a special Statue of Liberty souvenir 
card were presented to the membership at the meeting. 
We had hoped to have 27 different vignettes of the 
statue from ABNC to show, to decide which to use on 
the card. However, ABNC apparently had some sort of 
strike recently which resulted in the vignettes not 
being made available to us. Bob Vass is working with 
ABNC on this project and we look forward to receiving 
the vignettes soon. The SCCS Board.of Directors will 
work with the Plate Printers Union on the design of 
the card. At the meeting in Memphis, the members in 
attendance voted that 50% of the net profits from the 
sale of the Liberty card be donated to the Statue of 
Liberty Ellis Island Foundation, Inc. 


The membership voted for the SCCS to join the 
following organizations: the American Numismatic 
Association, the American Philatelic Society, the 
Council of Philatelic Organizations, and the Society 
of Paper Money Collectors. Applications to these 
organizations will be sent in the near future. The 
SCCS meeting was then concluded with a delightful 
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color slide presentation by Member At Large Chuck 
Teeman. Chuck showed a steel encraved certificate 
issued by the Soldier's Monument Association of 
Galena, IL. Being the areat postal historian that he 
is, Chuck provided a detailed history concerning the 
Monument and the events that led to its construction. 
His presentation was the highlight of the meeting and 
enjoyed by all. 


When we met at Memphis '84, I was dismayed to report 
at the meeting that only 276 people had renewed their 
memberships for 1984. In an effort to cut costs, we 
tried to make 1984 dues announcements in the SCJ 
rather than sending out dues notices to all the 
members. This was a mistake as most members did not 
see the three or four announcements concerning 1984 
‘dues in the Winter issue of the SCJ. After sending 
out belated dues-reminder notices, another 300 or so 
members rejoined for 1984. Hence, we have about 600 
active SCCS members at this time although I do not 
have the exact figures from Secretary Dana Marr yet. 
It is of the utmost importance for SCCS members to 
get former members to rejoin and to help recruit new 
members. I will make applications and journals 
available to anyone who wishes to set up an SCCS 
table at a show or to give a talk about souvenir 
cards at their local stamp or coin clubs. The more 
members we have, the healthier the society will be. 
Please help recruit new members! 


The SCCS numbering system continues to gain wider 
acceptance. Our booklet featuring the SCCS numbering 
system was a complete sell out. Because of this, a 
second printing was ordered and copies will continue 
to be available to SCCS members at $4 a copy. Send 
your orders to Vern Potter, P.0. Box 10040, Torrance, 
CA 90505-0740. Included in the booklet are retail 
values for all the cards in both mint amd FOC 
condition. 


Russ Bell's recent newsletter #84-1 had some comments 
concerning the SCCS numbering system which I feel are 
both uninformed and unjustified. His comments were 
as follows: 
"I DISAGREE WITH THE SCCS! Having just told 
you I support this organization wholeheartedly, 
I must add that we don't see eye-to-eye all the 
time. For instance, I don't like their 
mumbering system. One other thing: SCCS lists 
"Semi-Official" Cards put out by the Security 
Printers, mostly the American Bank Note 
Company, which is fine; but I have been 
curious why the "CAPEX '78," 3 lovely cards for 
the exhibition, are included.....but they are 
Canadian: it was a Canadian show, the security 
printers are Canadian, and the stamps shown are 
Canadian. So why are they mixed in with all 
the U.S. cards? List them separately! I 
mention this because a recent SCCS Journal 
listed a whole bunch of 7 more Canadian cards, 
SO 26-31: we don't intend to handle them since 
they are mot U.S. issues, but the SCCS has put 
itself in the position of listing these foreign 
semi-official cards, and I'm afraid they'll 
find resistance if and when they start 
including European, Israeli, South African or 
other foreign cards just because they were 
issued by a Security Printer." 


To review, the SCCS numbering system was created in 
1981 due to dissatisfaction of card collectors with 
the Bell, Bruns and Scott numbering systems for 
souvenir cards. The Scott system was disregarded as 
they ignored the numismatic cards and had inaccurate 
price listings. The Bell and Bruns systems were 
incomplete as they did not list the 1973 Postal 
People card nor any of the ABNC cards. Hence, we 
proposed making these changes and letting the SCCS 
membership vote for either a modified Bell or a 
modified Bruns system. The main difference between 
the two systems is that Bell's is a chronological 
"melting pot" listing with all the BEP, USPS, and 
ABNC cards thrown together into one long list. Bruns 
system was categorized with the BEP, USPS, etc. cards 
being placed in separate listings with different 
prefixes. The SCCS membership voted 2:1 against the 
Bell system. Consequently, the SCCS adopted the 
modified Bruns system which then became known as_ the 
SCCS numbering system. Shortly thereafter, Bell 
completely revamped his numbering system 
incorporating many of the cards that had _ been 
included in the SCCS system - though he maintained a 
chronological, non-categorized system. Subsequently, 
nearly all the souvenir card.dealers, catalogues and 
card collectors began using the SCCS system. Bell 
continued to use his own system claiming that most of 
his customers use his numbering system (indeed, if he 
had used the SCCS system, most of his customers would 
have used SCCS numbers for the same reason, thats how 
the cards were listed). It is interesting to note 
that even though Bell states that he doesn't like the 
SCCS rumbering system, he uses our format in his 
newsletters. For example, his numbering system 
numbers all the BEP, USPS, amd ABNC cards in 
chronological order from 1 to 140. But, he 
advertises the cards in groupings just like our 
numbering system. All the BEP, USPS, ABNC, and UNPA 
are listed in their own categories or boxes but with 
Bell numbers: 3, 5, 8, 11,...etc.. We are pleased 
to see that Dr. Bell uses our umbers for 
"forerunner" and  semi-official cards in his 
newsletters. Since he already uses parts of our 
numbering system and advertises the cards in a format 
identical to the SCCS system, it is difficult to 
understand why he has not adopted the SCCS numbering 
system. And, so, both Bell and Scott have declined 
to adopt the SCCS numbering system. With these 
exceptions, our attempt to develop a unified 
numbering system for all card collectors and dealers 
to use has been a great success. 


Back in 1981 when I began the SCCS listing of the 
private security printing firms (Semi-official 
cards), I stated that the listing would include both 
U.S. and Canadian cards. The reason for this was 
simple, two of the Canadian cards were printed by 
American-owned firms. One of the CAPEX '78 cards (SO 
6) was printed by the Canadian Bank Note Company 
which was then owned by the American Bank Note 
Company. In addition, the INTERPAM '81 card (SO 16) 
issued for a Canadian paper money show was printed by 
the American Bank Note Company. Hence, this listing 
includes all the semi-official or private security 
printed souvenir cards of North America; I stated 
this then, and I repeat it now. It was never my

THE PLATE PRINTER 


A BRIEF HISTORY OF ENGRAVING AND PLATE PRINTING, THEIR ORIGIN AND EARLY PROGRESS IN EUROPE, ETC. 


By George W. Casilear 
For many years chief engraver, Bureau of Engraving and Printing. 


The art of engraving designs by a course of lines or 
dots forming a series of lights and shades upon 
polished copper or other hard metal plates by incised 
cuts or dots made by the graver or etching tool, for 
the purpose of taking printed impressions on paper 
from the engraved or sunken parts, is well authenti- 
cated after much research to have had its origin in 
Italy, somewhere about the year 1460, and to have 
been discovered by Thomaso Finiguerra, a Florentine 
goldsmith and ornamental engraver of that day, and 
specially famous for his niello work. 


While it is well known that engraving on metal can be 
traced to a very remote period in history, and yet it 
is curious to note that although the ancients were so 
familiar with cutting dies for striking up coins and 
medals, engraving seals, trade marks, hieroglyphics, 
and inscriptions on metal plates, many of which are 
exhibited in the museums of Europe, capable of having 
impressions pulled on paper, and with this hint 
before them in their daily practice, passing through 
succeeding generations, thet the high art of engra- 
ving with all of its great advantage in promoting the 
arts was mot discovered until the middle of the 
fifteenth century. 


It is owing to this great discovery of Finiguerra's 
and the introductory invention of the first plate 
printing press, that heralded the birth of a new art 
in the world's progress, and was at once met with 
great favor and a deserved liberal success, its prac- 
tice soon ripened and spread through Italy, France, 
and the Low Countries, where it brought forward many 
splendid works of the new art that acquired both fame 
and reward to the talented artists. 


Not only has engraving promoted a higher standard of 
excellence for art education by disseminating the 
skillful productions of the handicraft of the arts, 
but the magic touch of the graver has made known to 
posterity the genius and works of the most illus- 
trious old master painters, sculptors of ancient 
statues, and other colaborers in the arts from the 
earliest period of its introduction to our present 
time. 


Niello work, which is a species of engraving, is very 
ancient and was practiced by the Romans. The design 
is drawn upon the gold or silver plate for ornamen- 
ting, and with the necessary tools cut and enchased 
on the surface of the metal; afterward a composition 
or alloy is prepared of the desired color by melting 
together silver, copper, sulphur, or other metals and 
minerals, and when cooled is pounded in a mortar and 
reduced to a powder, which by the aid of heat and 
borax is flawed in the incised lines. The surface of 
the metal is then scraped and polished with the 
burnisher. This art was extensively used by the 
Italian goldsmiths and flourished largely in the 
fifteenth century. 


Damaskeening is also an art of great antiquity and 
consists of inlaying steel with other metals, as gold 
and silver, similar to niello engraving. It derives 
its mame from Damascus, a city of Syria, so much 
renowned for its manufacture of sword blades, gun 
barrels, and early examples of ornamented armor, etc. 
The design is first engraved upon the weapon, after 
which the lines are filled in with fine drawn wire of 
any desired metal, and finally fastened with solder 
or other device. Herodotus mentions a saucer so 
ornamented, so also were many of the shields of some 
of the forces of the Samnites, which foucht against 


Rome. It is not known at what time it so flourished 
at Damascus as to have derived its name from that 
city. 


The liberal patronage of the arts extending over 
Europe during the fifteenth century, also gave coun- 
tenance and support to the workers of the precious 
metals. The goldsmiths of that day not only 
possessed mechanical skill, but many of them were of 
high repute both as designers and ornamental engra- 
vers on bright metal, and their talents being 
fostered by the church and nobles in getting up 
costly plate with elaborate engraved devices and 
emblems for ecclesiastical and laical purposes con- 
tributed greatly to the development of that branch of 
the arts. They used both point and graver to engrave 
their designs, and to give relief crosslined their 


shadows with a nice discrimination of freedom and 
delicacy of touch. 


It was a frequent custom of the niello engravers and 
others in that line, for the purpose of retaining 
samples of their work for reference, or otherwise, to 
take a few proofs by spreading a layer of melted 
sulphur over the engraved parts; by this means casts 
were taken showing the state of labor performed. 
Many of these proofs are found in the European 
museums and are called sulphurs or niellos, ard are 
highly valued and interesting as being the connecting 
link which led to the great discovery the important 
art of printing from engraved plates. Sometimes in 
taking these proofs the craft would fill in the cut 
lines with a little lamp black or other color, the 
result of which would add more brilliancy to the 
impression received on the sulphur. 


Finiquerra being so employed in taking sulphur proofs 
noticed that in wiping the ink from the surface of 
the decorated ware that the color remaining in the 
lines made a slight print on the wiping rag. This 
observation led him to make further experiments until 
he found by impressing dampened paper on the engraved 
parts, after being filled in with lampblack and oil, 
produced a reversed facsimile of his engraving 
printed in black lines. The result served to dis- 
close the first period of life of the new art of 
chalcography, and in its practice that soon followed 
has included some of the most brilliant artists of 
their day. 


The learned bibliographer, Rev. T. F. Dibdin, of the 
important discovery says: "Of engraving on copper 
the earliest known impression is that executed by one 
Thomaso Finiquerra, a goldsmith of Florence, with the 
date of 1460 upon it. One of the following circum- 
stances is supposed to have given rise to the 
discovery: Finiguerra chanced to cast or let fall a 
piece of copper, engraved and filled with irk, into 
melted sulphur, and observed that the exact impres- 
sion of his work was left on the sulphur. He 
repeated the experiment on moistened paper, rolling 
it gently with arolller. This origin has been 
admitted by Lord Walpole and Mr. Landseer, but 
another has been also mentioned by Huber. 'It is 
reported,' says he, ‘that a washerwoman left some 
linen upon a plate or dish on which Finiquerra had 
just been engraving, and that an impression of the 
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subject engraved, however imperfect, came up upon the 
linen, occasioned by its weight and moistness. We 
also learn from Vasara,' contirues Huber, ‘that as 
early as the year 1450 the same artist had engraved 
very ingeniously upon a chalice (or sacramental cup) 
some small figures of 'The Passion of Our Savior’ for 
the service of the Church of St. John of Florence, 
etc.’ ‘But,’ observes Huber, ‘it is material to 
Temark that we have no direct evidence whatever of 
the workmanship of Finiguerra, for his name is not 


subscribed to any of his productions as yet been 
discovered, '" 


I quote these several observations showing the scar- 
city of getting two versions alike corroborative of 
the early experiments made by Finiguerra and anything 
more definite in detail relating to his discovery of 
the splendid art, 


Mr. Johnson, the author of a work on Typographia, 
says: "It has been observed, as the Romans brought 
the arts and sciences to such a state of perfection, 
particularly statuary and sculpture, during the 
Empire's greatest glory, it must be a matter of 
surprise that the idea of printing did not suggest 
itself to them, it being so nearly allied to the 
cutting of seals and dies for medals, the stamping of 
coins, from dies, being no other than printing from 
metal. The taking impressions on wax, from seals, 
is another species. A third mode of printing among 
them was the workmen's names impressed on their fine 
earthenware. 


And while upon this subject, Luigi Lanze, an Italian, 
and writer on art, justly remarks "that the stamps of 
the ancients, and the impressions from seals of 
metal, found on deeds and corveyances of the Low 
Countries, prove nothing more than that menkind 
walked for many succeeding centuries upon the boarders 
of the two great inventions of typography and chalco- 
graphy without having the luck to discover either of 
them; and appear neither to have had any influence 
upon the origin of those arts nor to merit any place 
in their history." 


I will go deeper into this subject in the next and 
subsequent issues, and as far as space permits try to 
make lucid and clear the history of these two 
valuable and kindred arts. G. W. Casilear.

intention to create a melting-pot listing with all 
the semi-official souvenir cards of the world in one 
listing, as suggested by Dr. Bell. If we did, we 
would end up with a list similar to Bell's listing of 
BEP, USPS, and ABNC cards. We are corsidering 
separate SCCS listings for Norwegian and Israeli 
cards, as well as others, in the future. Because our 
"forerunner" mumbering system had grown so much in 
size since 1981, it was becoming the "melting pot" 
type of listing SCCS members voted against. 
Consequently, we have modified the "forerunner" 
numbering system; the "forerunner" cards have now 
been categorized into separate listings reminiscent 
of our modern card listings. There will now be four 


"forerunner" categories: Plate Printers Union (F), 
BEP (FB), Post Office (FPS), and security printer 
(FSO). This "forerunner" numbering system 
modification has been done with a minimum of number 
changes. The first installment of the changing text 
will be published in the next issue - Fall - of the 
Journal. We are continuing to make the SCCS 
numbering system the most informative, adaptable and 
easy to use souvenir card listing available. If you 
like the SCCS system, please use it and urge others 
to do likewise. As more and more people use the SCCS 
system, perhaps Bell, Scott, and the few others not 
using our system will see the advantages of one 
unified numbering system we can all use rather than 
several, different, systems.

SCCS MEETING AT NAPEX 


Over thirty people attended the meeting of the 
Souvenir Card Collectors Society held on Saturday, 23 
June at NAPEX in Arlington, Virginia. Members in 
attendance came from as far south as North Carolina 
and as far north as New York state. To open the 
meeting, each member introduced themselves and 
provided a brief outline of their collecting 
interests. Attendees then heard reports of activi- 
ties at the previous week's International Paper Money 
Show at Memphis. Following, several members asked 
the group for help in identifying various cards of 
foreign origin which they brought for examination. 


During the meeting, questions were raised about a 
number of subjects. One of these dealt with the SCCS 
numbering system, with some persons questioning how 
inclusive it would be. The main fear concerned both 
private and foreign cards. The SCCS catalog lists 
cards produced by private security printing firms of 
the United States and Canada in one section. A 
different section lists ASDA cards. APS cards, how- 
ever, are not yet listed. It seems clear that the 
semi-official cards have to be produced at a U.S. or 
Canadian security printer; thus, coverage in this 
section will be limited. Private cards, however, are 
another matter. It appears that separate sections 
for each issuing authority would be appropriate. 
(Perhaps Ed Beers or Dr. Radford can fill us in on 
that.) As for foreign cards - if anyone has a_ par- 
ticular specialty (be it country or area) and a 
fairly comprehensive collection, I'm sure the SCJ 
would welcome an article on the area of interest. 
Maybe a list of such cards could be published, and 
become the first step toward SCCS Catalog listing! 


A few members commented on continued tardy receipt of 
the SCJ. However, most of those present reported 
that the time in transit for the Journal has fallen 
considerably. 


At the meeting, Michael Bean, of the Exhibition Com- 
mittee of the Plate Printers Union, presented the 
Society with a number of attractive items. These 
included 25 of the NAPEX show cards; a progressive 
proof booklet containing five cards, each demonstrat- 
ing a different pass through the press made in print- 
ing the show card; and a large booklet containing a 
set of three Men in Currency proof cards, each 
printed in a different color (green, blue, and the 
normal black.) The union reportedly produced a total 
of ten sets of these cards, and packaged them in an 
attractive hard-cover folder. One set was donated as 
a door prize at the NAPEX awards banquet, one was 
donated to the Society, and the other eight were 
reportedly earmarked for distribution to dignitaries. 
The items donated by the printers have been forwarded 
to Curt Radford, and will be offered in a future 
Society auction. Curt reports that the Medal of 
Honor/NAPEX progressive proof booklet donated last 
year will be up for auction shortly. 


The SCCS meeting ended with brief talks by Bob 
Waszilycsak on Czech currency cards and by Angelo 
LoVecchio on several old and interesting Bureau 
items. The group determined that it would try to 
meet again before the next NAPEX show. Although it 
was too late to arrange a meeting at BALPEX, we will 
attempt to meet at another area show sometime during 
the fall or winter. 


New Paper Used on USPS Cards 


The latest USPS cards for Hamburg and the St. 
Lawrence Seaway (see elsewhere in this issue for 
ordering information) mark a change for the Postal 
Service to anew type of paper. These cards are 
printed on a slightly thinner paper with a gloss or 
semi-gloss finish. The paper seems similar to the 
type which the United Nations uses for its cards. 
The glossy finish does not affect the ability of the 
cards to hold a cancel. 





The following letter appeared in Linn's Stamp News in 
their edition of 6 August 1984. If any reader can 
assist Mr. Jones, he'd obviously be pleased to hear 
from yous So would members of the Society. 


"In 1973, an announcement was made that a 
series of souvenir cards with first day covers, 
"The Heritage Series," was to be issued by 
postmasters of the Eastern Seabord starting in 
April of that year. 


"I have three of these souvenir cards with 
first day covers: "Old North Church," April 
15, 1973, Boston, MA; "Burning of the Gaspe," 
June 9, 1973, Providence, RI; and "Committee of 
Correspondence," September 6, 1973, Williams- 
burg, VA. 


"Over the years, I have written to the involved 
postmasters about the series, and in essence 
their replies were, "little knowledge of the 
series, mo idea of how many cards in the 
series, had heard rumors that series had been 
discontinued due to lack of interest." 


"Queries to stamp dealers, card dealers, 
exhibitors and at bourses were of no avail. No 
one knew anything. 


"To assist in clearing up the mystery, does 
anyone have any information on the series?"

Shown here is a missing vignette error which could 
easily be missed because the card "looks natural" in 
that one vignette - the Arctic Explorations - is 
there, impressed and correctly positioned. Missing 
is the Byrd Antarctic Expedition vignette, which 
should appear at upper left, balancing the composi- 
tion. 





When submitted to the Bureau of Engraving for 
opinion and comment, they replied: 


an 


"The MILCOPEX 1977 souvenir card was produced 
as a 35,000-run order by a combination of the 
offset lithographic and intaglio printing 
processes. The 3¢ Byrd Antarctic Expedition 
postage stamp (U.S. issue of 1933) and the 4¢ 
Arctic Explorations stamp (U.S. issue of 1959) 
were reproduced on this card in die-stamped 
(intaglio) dark blue and greenish-blue, respec- 
tively. The background illustration (tint) and 
the text of the card were printed in offset 
blue and black, respectively. The blue and 
black offset impressions were applied to six- 
subject sheets of white chemical wood stock in 
a single pass through the two-color offset 
press. The offset-printed sheets were cut to 
single-subject cards, which were then individ- 
ually die-stamped. First the 4¢ Arctic Explo- 
rations intaglio vignette was applied; on a 
subsequent pass through a second press, the 3¢ 
Byrd Antarctic Expedition design was added. 
with the particular die-stamping press 
employed, the passage of, either, no card or 
more than one card at once automatically halts 
the printing process. When the press is 
"tripped" in this fashion, the last card is not 


stamped and is normally removed by’ the 
operator. The MILCOPEX 1977 souvenir card 
submitted bears no impression of the 3¢ Byrd 
Antarctic Expedition die-stamp at all, and 
therefore appears to have passed unprinted 


through the press subsequent to automatic shut- 
down." 


At least one other card like this is known to exist,

plus the existence of one with a color-less die-stamp 


impression,

In the Spring 1983 SCJ issue we studied in detail a 
(PS 29) BRASILIANA 79 card which lacked the blue and 
black intaglio impressions.

Pictured here, for close-up clarity, an enlarged 
portion of this issue which has been found with a 2mm 
downshift of the black line and blue intaglio plate 
impression. In passing, it might be mentioned that 
this same subject in postage stamps (Scott C91 and 
C92) has been found with a far greater shift than 
this; I have personally seen these with a 6mm shift. 





For the record, we show here an F 1981B Union card 
with a radical upward shift of the gold proof press 
and printer amounting to 18mm. The "bump," or 
embossing, which normally underlays this operation 
was missed altogether.

The Summer 1984 Auction brings to prospective bidders 
all new material.

The Spring 1984 Auction introduction discussed the 
bidding on a couple of lots where the bidder wished 
to only be awarded one of them. Well, I quess I bit 
off more than I could chew! Several bidders took me 
up on my offer - so many and to such an extent that I 
just cannot handle all of the multiple bids (as many 
as six bids were received on six groups of lots from 
a single bidder). Multiply this by four to six 
bidders doing this and it becomes apparent that it is 
not practical - it requires considerably more time to 
process the bids and lot awards. It was a good idea 
that proved to be impractical. For this reason, I 
will not be able to accommodate multiple bids in the 
future. 


A second area of procedural change needs to be 
addressed - that of punctual payment of Bid Award 
Invoices. In the past, tardiness in payment up to 4 
or 5 weeks for material awarded has been encountered 
in some isolated cases. This past auction, however, 
saw some bidders take in excess of 8 weeks to submit 
their payments. This makes it very difficult to 
maintain punctual preparation of the auction that is 
to follow and to be able to make payment to the 
consigners. For this reason, it is requested that 
bidders submit their payments promptly upon receipt 
of their Invoice. As noted in the bidding 
instructions (Item 6), payment is requested within 5 
days of receipt of the Invoice. This would indicate 
that all payments should be received at the office of 
the Auction Manager within 14 to 16 days of the 
initial mailing of the Invoice. This is a reasonable 
period of time and will allow for timely preparation 
of the subsequent auction and payment of the 
consigners.

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SOUVENIR CARD POPULARITY POLL 


CURTIS D. RADFORD, M.D. 
(SCCS 1) 


Response to our 1983 souvenir card popularity poll in the Winter 1983 issue of the SCJ was light, though 
improved over 1982, A total of fifty-nine SCCS members sent in ballots, compared to twenty-nine the year 
before; this is not a good response nevertheless. We will try the poll again next year, and in subsequent 
years if we can demonstrate a further increase in responses each year. Otherwise, the poll will be dropped 
Those of you who did not participate this year are asked to become involved next year. Remember, the agencies 
that issue the souvenir cards we collect depend on this poll for feedback to their card programs, 


The best souvenir card for 1983 was the ANA '83 card featuring the $20 'Transportation' note, printed by the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing. It received a total of 18 votes compared to 15 votes received for the NAPEX 
"Medal of Honor’ card, which finished a close second. Third place went to the IPMS '83 card printed by the 
American Bank Note Company, featuring the $2 ‘White Mountain’ Santa Claus note, 


Members were also requested to respond listing their favorite cards from each category and printer. Again, 
the most popular BEP card was their ANA '83 card. For the USPS, a surprise in my opinion, the NATIONAL STAMP 
COLLECTING MONTH 1983 card was the winner, by a wide margin. Collectors seemed to enjoy the use of earlier 
stamp issues on the USPS cards, especially the $2 Trans-Mississippi stamp. Runner-up for the USPS card 
offerings was the MEMENTO '83-'84 card which was interesting because it is an offset-printed card. Collectors 
liked the design of the card, its versatility for show-cancelling, and its low price. The runaway favorite 
Semi-official card was the IPMS '83 card with the $2 White Mountain Bank note featured. Everyone loves Santa 
Claus. 


For the Plate Printer's Union cards (show cards only), the NAPEX '83 Medal of Honor card was the clear 
favorite, but it drew stiff competition from the entry of the New York local, the $1 North Berwick bank note 


card. 


The SAFETY AT SEA card drew the honors for the most popular United Nations card for 1983. Judging from the 
number of responses in each category, the BEP souvenir cards are the 'most collected.’ On the other hand, 
many of the respondees indicated they did not collect the UNPA cards, and this was the ‘least collected’ area.

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Perhaps the most important feature of our poll was the space at the bottom of the ballot for members to 
provide comment. There were mixed feelings about the expansion of the BEP and USPS card programs. Some felt 
the expansion was excellent, others were electing to cut back on the cards they collect because they thought 
there were too many. From talking with people at Memphis - IPMS "84, it seemed that most were wary that too 
many cards would end up being issued and that the currently-planned numbers should mot be exceeded. Also, the 
response to the restoration of the (BEP) philatelic cards to a larger size seemed to be regarded favorably. 
There was some concern by 'mint' card collectors that the space left for show cancellations made the cards 
asymmetric in appearance. One respondent felt that the cards should be printed on thicker, higher-quality 
paper, especially those issued by the American Bank Note Co. Another requested the use of higher denomination 
bank notes on the numismatic cards. A philatelic card collector stated he was tired of the philatelic BEP 
cards always having block of four’ designs and wanted to see multiple stamp vignettes on one card. 


The USPS will be pleased to learn that many members felt their cards were improving. The use of English, as 
well as foreign text, on the cards was also well received as some collectors were getting tired of having to 
get their cards translated. On the negative side, one respondent felt that the USPS did a poor job of 
selecting stamps for their cancelled-to-order cards; he was tired of the 20¢ flag stamps. There was some 
concern that the cards of ABNC and UNPA always have the same format and are, therefore, becoming boring. I 
for one, would like UNPA to consider issuing some intaglio souvenir cards, along with their new engraved 


stamps. 


Lastly, with the exception of one person, all the responses I have received concerning the Statue of Liberty 


card idea have been very favorable. 








 NAPEX ’84 - A VISITOR'S VIEW

I was aware that NAPEX 84 would be held just outside 
of Washington, D.C. on 22-24 June 1984, and I was in 
New York attending a seminar that had already kept me 
from the Memphis show and the SCCS_ directors' 
meeting. Now two items in the philatelic press 
caught my eye. In addition to the Plate Printers' 
souvenir card, another card would be printed on the 
hand-press at the show and sold only at the show, and 
the local SCCS members would have a meeting. There 
was no scheduled seminar session for that Saturday; 
perhaps, I could make the show and the meeting. (I 
should state here that although I have been to 
Washington many times, I had not been to NAPEX, at 
least not at the "Twin-Bridges Marriott." 


I caught the early train, which unfortunately was 
late arriving at Union Station. Because I was 
already late, I had presumed that the Metro, clean 
and efficient, was the quickest way to my goal. The 
information that I got from the Metro information 
lady was to get a train to "Crystal City" and there I 
would find the Marriott. Not sol! There are 
apparently several Marriotts in the D.C. area, and 
although there was a Marriott at Crystal City, it was 
not the one with the show. Taxi! A short ride and I 
was there. Now to find the meeting room and...too 
late! As I walked in the door, people, presumably 
SCCS members were already on their way out. Oh well, 
how about the show? 


The show itself was several floors up. The Plate 
Printers Union members had their press set up just 
inside the door to the right-hand (as you leave the 
elevator) room. Spread out on the table were 
examples of their work. Very impressive, but, other 
than the "Washington" card, not for sale. Oh, yes! 
The presidents' card would be sold "soon," one to a 
customer. "Very, very limited quantities were 
produced." (It is interesting to note here that they 
were having an hourly drawing for a free copy, as 
well as reportedly honoring postal cards sent in by 


those who could not attend!) Well, "soon" turned out 
to be almost an hour. Approximately twenty cards 
were delivered to the young girl at the counter, and 
were sold out in about ten minutes! It was then 
announced that "that was it for today" and that "they 
would be sold again tomorrow." Had I been later on 
the train or hadn't chosen to go directly to their 
booth, the whole trip would have been in vain. (If 
anyone knows more about the reasons behind the PPU 
actions, I would certainly like to know. I'd also 
like to know the total quantity printed. Was this an 
attempt to make an "instant rarity," or did it just 
seem that way? It was also rather obvious that some 
"favor" cards were being produced and/or signed by 
certain officials, including Seymour Berry. It is my 
understanding that this is the last time that the PPU 
will participate in a show. Perhaps that had some- 
thing to do with it.) 


Oh yes, there was an exhibit, and I, for one, enjoyed 
it! There weren't very many people in the aisles! 
They apparently were all at the dealers’ booths which 
surrounded the frames. There wasn't much "action" 
there for me, because, other than SC's, my specialty 
is Brazil, which is definitely not one of the in 
countries like the US, BNA, Germany, etc. I am used 
to that at most shows. I am also used to over- 
hearing the tall tales about the deals that were/were 
not consummated and the exquisite pieces that 
did/didn't change hands (sort of like the "fish that 
got away").

Casimir Pulaski and Thaddeus Kosciusczko both made 
significant contributions to the cause of American 
Independence. Casimir Pulaski, a Polish nobleman, is 
considered to be "the Father of the American 
cavalry." Text from Figure 2 reads"... For his 
bravery and courage at the Battle of Brandywine, he 
was appointed Brigadier-General by General George 
Washington. During the siege of Savannah, Georgia, 
he was mortally wounded while in command of the 
American and French cavalry." Thaddeus Kosciusczko, 
a Polish military leader, democratic and committed to 
freedom's cause, was the architect of the fortress of 
West Point. Part of the text reads ".. . Thanks to 
Kosciusczko's plans and fortification, the Battle of 
Saratoga was the key to the great American victory." 
He, too, was appointed to the rank of Brigadier- 
General.

Postscript. Connecticut philatelists and postmark 
enthusiasts and souvenir collectors will have a treat 
in 1985 when Connecticut celebrates its 350th 
anniversary. Collectors are well aware of the 
activities, dating to 1935, that were evident to 
celebrate the 300th anniversary: a postage stamp, 
souvenir sheet, commemorative half-dollar, and many 
medals were issued for the occasion. Members of the 
Connecticut Philatelic Society are lobbying to get 
USPS to use a special design postmark (design shown 
following the close of this article) at each of the 
168 post offices in the cities and towns throughout 
the state. If successful, this project would be the 
largest coordinated effort in postal history. 
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Connecticut Philatelic Society members are soliciting 
the various clubs throughout the state to select or 
sponsor contests to determine an individual, land- 
mark, building or event which may best represent 
their local area, The clubs would then prepare a 
cover, or souvenir card, with that theme and postmark 
it on the official date of the ceremony. The Con- 
necticut Philatelic Society Hardware City Stamp Club 
has prepared a special card to help promote the 350th 
anniversary of the founding of the state. The card, 
6" x 9", honors the master of the American circus, P. 
T. Barnum, born in Bethel, Connecticut. The card 
design includes a picture of the 1936 commemorative 
half-dollar issued at Bridgeport, CT and featuring 
Barnum. 


The card will appeal to those who like mint, or 
postmarked, cards; HCSC will issue the card on two 
different kinds of paper, and offer it for release in 
the fall of this year; more information will be 
provided in the next issue of the Journal.

Also, United Nations Postal Administration (UNPA) -

York, NY 10163"; Society of Paper Money Collectors 
(SPMC) - "John Wilson (SCCS 577), P.O. Box 27185, 
Milwaukee, WI 53227"; American Stamp Dealers Asso- 
ciation (ASDA) - "5 Dakota Drive (Suite 102), Lake 
Success, NY 11042." 


BEP Offered in late May was a card honoring COMPEX 
784 which featured a vignette and a block of four 
stamps depicting Fort Dearborn (today's Chicago). 


Also offered in June for the International Paper 
Money Show, held in Memphis, was a card featuring the 
face plate of a Series 1878 $10,000 United States 
Note. Card is in new format allowing for a lot of 
"white space" at the top. 


Cost of both cards is $4 mint, or $4.50 cancelled; 
both will carry "Flag over the Supreme Court" 20¢ 
stamps when bought cancelled. Cite "Item 785" for 
mint COMPEX and "Item 786" for cancelled COMPEX; cite 
"Item 779" for mint IPMS card and item "Item 780" for 
cancelled version. 


Also available at Memphis was a proof "Eagle" card, 
done in blue irk. These cards are now, however, only 
available on the secondary market. 


For Detroit and the ANA's 93d Anniversary corwention, 
in late July and early August, the Bureau will issue 
a card featuring the face of a Series 1882 $500 Gold 
Certificate, and this will be in the usual full color 
(as originally issued) format. Also, an "Eagle" card 
will be available this time with printing in green 
irk. 


For the Detroit ANA card, request "Item 781" for a 
mint card and "Item 782" for cancelled cards. Prices 
are the same as mentioned for the Memphis cards. 


USPS In late Jume the Postal Service issued two 
cards, one honoring "HAMBURG '84" and the other the 
"St. Lawrence Seaway.” 


The "Hamburg" (Germany) card highlights the 19th 
Universal Postal Union Congress and the international 
Philatelic exhibition "Salon der Philatelie." 
Reproduced on the card is a replica of a 15¢ U.S. 
airmail stamp issued in 1963 to mark the centennial 
of the first international postal conference. Also 
appearing is a reproduction of a Federal Republic of 
Germany stamp (DM 30) of 1949 recognizing Heinrich 
von Stephan, initiator of the first UPU Congress. 
Card ° $2 mint and $2.20 cancelled (with 20¢ Concord 
stamp). 


The "St. Lawrence” card features reproductions of the 
U.S. and Canadian stamps issued in 1959 to mark the 
opening of the seaway. In mint form the card will 
cost $2. There are two versions of the cancelled 
card. One will bear the new 1984 20¢ St. Lawrence 
Seaway stamp, only, and will cost $2.20; the other 
variant will have both the U.S. and Canadian 1984 
"SLS' stamps affixed. Each stamp on this version 
will have the stamps franked with the FDOI in the 
respective countries, and the card has a $2.52 cost. 
(This card will be sold in Canada, also, by Canada 
Post Corporation. ) 


In October USPS will issue a souvenir card honoring 
the fourth annual National Stamp Collecting Month. 
Details will follow in the Fall issue of the SCJ. 


To honor AUSIPEX '84, the international philatelic 
exhibition being held in Melbourne, Australia 21-30 
September 1984, the USPS will issue a card featuring 
reproductions of the 10¢ U.S. 1898 Trans—Mississippi 
commemorative stamp and the 1d Western Australia 1854 
stamp from their Swan River Settlement. To be sold 
in both cancelled and uncancelled forms, the can- 
celled will feature the 20¢ Flag Over the Supreme 
Court. Cards are $2 mint (uncancelled) and $2.20 
cancelled; orders to be addressed to "AUSIPEX '84 
Souvenir Card." 


ANA has a set of four cards, each featuring a piece 
of crisp wuncirculated World War II military scrip, 
honoring 6 June 1944 - "D Day.” Two cards feature 
scrip issued for use in Italy and two for use in 
France. Cost is $4.50 per card and with a $1 fee for 
postage and handling. 


NAPEX '84 card, printed by the Washington Local of 
the Plate Printers Union (IPPDS & EU) was issued in 
late June. The card features two vignettes of George 
Washington and a vignette of the Capitol building. 
2,000 cards were printed and by mail the cost is $5 
per card, mint and $5.50, cancelled; a limit of two 
cards mint, and two cards cancelled, exists. Orders 
should be sent to "NAPEX '84, Post Office Box 6726, 
Silver Spring, ™D 20906. 


Also produced by the Local was a card entitled "Men 
In Currency." As with the previous large sized cards 
featuring many eagle vignettes, this card is superbly 
produced. It may only be obtained now from the 
after-market due to a limited printing for use at 
NAPEX only. 
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ASDA reports that it plans four more cards for 1984, 
with one to be issued for the ASDA show "San 
Francisco ‘'84" in early August. Featured on this 
card will be a theme reflecting the 40th anniversary 
of the Normandy invasion. 


The other three cards will be scheduled for "Stamp 
Festival" ("the right to vote") in September, New 
York Citys; "National '84," November, will honor 
youth; and the fourth card will be issued for "Dallas 
'84" in late November. 


All ASDA cards feature reproductions of stamps 
complementing the theme of the show; they are also 
limited to an issue of 1,200 cards per show. As an 
advance sale all four cards may be pre-subscribed at 
a 10% discount from the individual price; singly, 
each card sells for $3, mint and $4, cancelled plus

oversea dues are $15 and $20, respectively, by airmall postage. The U.S. dues rate is applicable, also, to 
APO and FPO addresses. Membership includes a quarterly publication, the SOUVENIR CARD JOURNAL, and free ads 
in the Journal. Dues are the same at any time of the year with each member, new or old, receiving all issues 
of the SCJ for that year. Life membership is available for $100. The four issues for each year (1981, 1982, 
1983) are available for $10 each year-issue; single copies of back issues are $2.50 per copy. The back issues 
of the SCJ contain the SCCS numbering systems for the "fore-runner," BEP, USPS, private security printer 
cards, UNPA and ASDA souvenir cards.
